Behind Closed Doors 


Last 
week’s 
column 
ended 
with a note that described Lent 
as a “season of crisis." Today 
we begin where w?e ended last 
week. 
One important factor 
which 
contributes to the critical na­ 
ture of Lent is the everlasting 
possibility that we may become 
a part either of 
the world s 
darkness or its light. We can 
readily see that such a possi­ 
bility involves personal choice. 
It is to the responsibility and 
the freedom 
o! 
making 
this 
choice that the message of Lent 
is directed. 
By way of deepening our un­ 
derstanding of Lent as a s e a ­ 
son 01 crisis, let's take a mo­ 
ment to look at some of the 
words vee use in our Lenten 
vocabulary—Cross, crisis, crit­ 
ical. The words “ crisis" and 
“ critical” derive mom the sam e 
Greek word, 
“ krinein” 
which 
m eans to discern or to com­ 
prehend 
Lent is, in the light 
of these words, a time of com­ 
prehension, 
“ Crisis'* and “critical'’ have 
gained additional meanings as 
our 
language 
has 
developed. 
When we speak of an ill per­ 
son reaching a "crisis" or be­ 
ing “ critically ill." we use the’ 
words to symbolize a turning 
point, 
either 
for 
better 
or 
worse. Lent is, in the light of 
this meaning, also a turning 
point. 
In the Christian Church, Lent 


is the time of the church year 
when we read, study and medi­ 
tate on the 
meaning 
of 
the 
Cross of Christ. Jesus’ suffer­ 
ing and death are central in 
our Lenten worship and experi­ 
ences. We enter into a time of 
sober, serious reflection as we 
com pare our lives to the Mas­ 
te r’s life. 
The Cross, therefore, becomes 
a third key word in 
under­ 
standing Lent. In reality, it is 
the Cross which gives meaning 
to the other words. Lent is crit­ 
ical tor us because it is that 
tim e m the church year when 
we m ake a special effort to 
comprehend the meaning of the 
Cross 


All 
too 
frequently, 
because 
time and distance have separ­ 
ated us from the actual Cross­ 
event, we fail to comprehend 
the meaning of the Cross, And 
in our failure to comprehend its 
meaning. wt- fail to experience 
its results in our own lives. 


Another 
contemporary 
bar­ 
rier 
to 
Christian 
belief 
and 
comprehension of tile Cross is 
the mood 
of our 
time, 
To 
choose to suffer and die on a 
crass is alien to our way of 
thinking. We neithei do nor like 
to think of sacrificing ourselves 
as Christ did. Our reading of the 
suffering, death and resurrec­ 
tion of Jesus Christ is not us­ 
ually something we experience 
personally. Instead we read the 


Passion story in much the same 
way as we read a novel. It is 
a great and mov ing story which 
makes a deep impression on us. 
The Cross 
confronts 
tis 
and 
challenges us, but in the daily 
opportunities of our own g ar­ 
dens of Gethsemane, and un­ 
like Christ 
who also had 
to 
make His decision, we keep put­ 
ting off the burdens of the world 
with a reply, "Later,** rather 
than as Jesus replit#!, "Not my 
will but thine be done.” 
By His decision to be obedi­ 
ent to God even though it meant 
death on the Cross, Jesus Christ 
became this world’s Light. By 
our decision to avoid the pos­ 
sible humiliation and physical 
suffering He endured, we re­ 
main a part of the darkness 
rather than the light. 
Lent, the season 
of 
crisis, 
seeks to bring us into a real 
and saving comprehension 
of 
the Cross so that we will decide 
to follow His way rather than 
our own. Lent confronts us with 
the responsibility to accept or 
to reject the Cross as a way 
of life. Lent is, annually, the 
season in which we are given 
opportunity to comprehend the 
meaning and responsibility to 
ac cept the way of the Cross of 
Christ. "If any m an would come 
after me. let him deny him­ 
self and take up his cross and 
follow 
me." 
(Matthew 16:24»
